Honouring the Croſs, the Reliques and Repreſentations of 
our Lord and his Saints, with that degree of Reverence as 
we do the Goſpels, (commonly kiſs'd and ſworn by) Altar, and

XIV. Every Prayer, us'd in Divine Offices, muſt be in a Language 
vulgar, and intelligible to every Auditor. 

XV. A Company of Chriſtians, voluntarily ſeparating from all 
other Chriſtian Societies, condemning their Dottrins and Rites, 
deſtitute alſo of any viſible Correſpondence with them in the 
Euchariſt, in any Religious Aſſemblies or Solemn Devotions, 
can, notwithſtanding this perverſe, entire, and manifeſt Sepa- 
ration, be a myſtical Member of Chriſt, in Catholic Unity, 
and a Charitable Part of the Catholic Church. 

XVI. The whole Clergy of the Catholic Charch may apoſtatize from 
Fundamental Truth and Holineſs ; whilſt part of a National 
Laity may preſerve both, diſcover the Clergies Defeftion, and, 
depriving them, heap to Themſelves Teachers of their own 
ſending and inſtruction.

liar, and claimd by Her againſt all novel 
and unjuſt, both Forreiners and Out-laws : but 
what-ever they have invented or choſen, that 
belongs (as Sin to a deprav'd Will) pro- 
perly to them ; thence they derive their Title, 
and thereto mult we preciſely confine their Re- 


ligion, 


Now Proteſtants ( as all other Deſerters of Truth and Unity ) con- 
ſcious of their own Deficiencies as to. Defenſive Weapons, are more

ctrins, than to juſtihe their own Inventions ; 
more ready alſo to aflault particular Do&trins, 
than that deciſive and molt conſpicuous Truth, 
Church- Authority, obliging all Chriſtians to re- 
poſe in and aſſent to her Deciſions in all Points of 
neceflary Faith. 


[2 Diſputes, their uſual Clamor is, Alledge Scripture ; Produce Reaſon. 
[arimating the Catholic Church muſt, to convince them, offer Scriptures and 
Reaſons demonſtrating what they contradict (not with the Auxiliary of her 
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Authority, but againſt the moſt impudent' prejudice of ), themſelves being 
Judges. Yer, could this be perform'd, ſolent oculi clau- 
ſis denegare, qui non credunt fattum eſſe, quod nolunt : 
Like to thoſe who will not believe that to be, which they have no mind 
ſhould be, it is not unuſual with them to ſhut their Eyes and deny it. 

She, however, gentle, . patient, and apter to teach her own, than to pry 
into, and other ways perillouſly confute contagious Doctrins, to recover 
ſuch Strays out of the Snare of the Devil, inſtructs them by rightly dividing 
the Word of Truth, and by yielding thoſe Reaſons of the Faith that is in 
her, as It (a Revelation and Myſterious) can condeſcend unto. 

What Proteſtants ſo infultingly demand, we then retort; and what the 
Catholic Church returns, we expect : Nor can they here take Sanctuary 
under Negatives ; for the above-recounted Points are Politive, and Afhrm- 
ers mult prove, We then require expreſs Scriptures and ſolid Reaſons for 
theſe Novelties, or 2 diſavowing and Anathema of what they cannot thus 
defend. Neither ſhall Perverſions of the One, Calumnies and Falacies in 
lieu of the Other, fatisfie us. "Their Private Spirit adulterating Scripture by 
corrupt Tranflations, facrilegious Mutilations, blaſphemous Mifapplications, 
groſs Wreſtings, and falſe Interpretations ; Their Wit impoſing on the cre- 
dulous Multitude, Indefinits, Non-conſequences, Ambigunies, Drollery, Di- 
greſſions evading the Cauſe, and, if any Truth, utrerly impertinent to the 
Controverfie. 1 ſay, theſe Phantomes and Abuſes of Scrzpture and Reaſon 
will not content us; tho? thereby the Deluſion, Proteſtancy, be ſtrengthned 
as *twas begotten (for can a Falſhood be ſupported without lying?) and . 
wretched Souls feduc'd to confide in damnable Fables. 

Their Brethren *, by Deſcent and Iniquity, , Gd Bas .

alone isa wholeſom Doctrin), have made ſhipwrack of a good Conſcience; 
and no other Proteſtant either does, or can, without confuſion to his own 
Principles, hinder their being caſt away. 

When Prelatical Proteſtants are preſt with Church Authority, and ſub- 
miſſion of Judgment, they ſtrait retire ro Hobbiſm, their Lay-Supremacy, 
declaring their Prince, the Sole and Sovereign Judge in all Cauſes Spiritual ; 
and that a Chriſtian, cerram of the Truth of his own Profeſſion, and of the 
Falſhood of 'the Eſtabliſh'd Religion , may not, unlefs permitred by the 
Prince, or enabled by God to work Miracles, preach his own, and decry the 
other. And will not ſuch abſolute Lay-Authorny (indeed unknown to . 
St. Auſtin when he wrote de Unit. Eccleſ. c. 13. Neque enim quia & orbe 

terrarum , 


Hieron, adv, Lucif, 
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terrarums plerumque regna dividuntur, ideo & Chriſtiana Unitas dividuar, 
cum in utraque parte ( [c. multis regns) Catholica inveniatur Eccleſia | inds- 
viſa] ; Willnor, I ſay, ſuch abſolute Lay-Authority (tho pernicious to Ca- 
thol:c) procure a National Uniry ? We lee nothing like itz becauſe, when 
the Supremacy grows ſuſpicious or heavy on their Private Spirits, and dif- 
favours Preteſtant Libertiniſm in Opinion and Life, then Supremacy was 
devis'd againſt a Foreign not Domeſtic Eccleſialtical Authority, and the 
King was only the Church of England's Father-in-Law, or Guardian in 
.her Minority, choſen whee: ſhe broke looſe trom:the Pope and General 
Conncils ; bur now the is at diſcretion, and means to.challenge and exerciſe 
-her eſſential Rights : Rights inalenable, notwithſþanding the Encroach- 
-ments of ſome, and Uſurpations of others. Having thus diſclain'd all Cle- 
rical Authorizry, whether Conciltary or Papal, Primarical or Dioceſan, and 
attributed it.to the Sovereign ; and now depoling Him alfo.from his Spiri- 
tual Supremacy and Abſolutenels, with a The Church bath ber Rights, &c. 
whac can be intended, by theſe new Church-Rights, conſiſtent with Supre- 
macy 2 Whar can theſe perplex*d People (perplex'd molt juſtly by their 
own Servilene(s to ſome, and Diſobedience to others) what can they erect, 
in ſtead of their Head's now-rejected Preroganve, but an Equality of all the 
Headleſs Members ? I ſay, a Parity or an individual Supremacy muſt be re- 
treated to, as leaſt unjuſt, and more free than preferring one or more 'T'y- 
rants. For thus the King ſhall have no Superior, as no Subjett, Spiritual ; 
all will ſhare alike (as they ought to do) in the Spoil ; and, according to Cu- 
itom, a Republic ſucceeds a Monarchy. "The Royal cafhier'd the Synodical 
Authority, and the Popular (z. e. every Man's) the Royal Authority, Thus 
Cranmer's and Ti/lotſon's Court-Doctrin 1s relinquiſh'd, and St:Hingfleet's 
Maxim entertain'd ; "That: none be conſtrain'd ro Submiſſion of judgment 
to any Authority, but All be left to judge according: rabe. Pande&s of the
